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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims as presented do not reflect the language of, for example, page 12, paragraph 39. For example, 
Applicant's Spec recites "decompressing a small portion", while the claims recite a " portion". Note, a portion can be an amount up to the 
whole, hence, this limitation is broad enough to mere decompressing a content file. Perhaps, the a "wherein" clause should be added to 
clarify. In addition, the claims does not recite the folowing: "wherein the component is at least one of color,.... and total file size" and 
disabling. If not "disabling", the Examiner recommends the language of "playing",instead of "enabling". Also, limitations regarding the 
media component should be recited in the body of the claim. The limitations of claim 8 are recited functionally and are therefore broad 
enough to read on a content player such as a computer. Finally, Applicant did not elect claims 20, 21 and 23-26(1 1-9-06) and should have 
been canceled. . 
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
